Whether they believe in them or not, and irrespective of the fact

will prevail and achieve greater triumphs than ever before, people cannot 
be indifferent to present day events and the influence which such events 
are bound to have upon their lives and the times in which they live. 

But, as has been noted and commented on many times, we are a credu- 
lous people. Of the American people it was said that they thought prohibi- 
tion, termed a noble experiment, would end liquor and the saloon, and later 
that they thought the repeal of prohibition would end the bootiegger. Now, 
under the N.R.A., the United States has embarked upon anoher experiment,

Cultivation is even more important 


than good soil or fertilizer. A con- 
stantly cultivated garden, will with- 
stand much drought for the 
reason that this stirring of the top 


soil prevents evaporation of mois- 
‘e, and it also keeps down those 
ers of plant food and water, 


The mechanical texture of 
heavy clay can be remedied by good 
cultivation. Cultivation is necessary 
especially during the early part ot 
the season and more particularly 
after each shower, With some of the 
many hand, horse or tractor drawn 
garden cultivators on the market, 
this task is done quickly and without 
the old time back-ache 
Killing Out 

Most damage to shrubbery, peren- 
nial flowcrs, roses, strawberry 
patches, fall wheat and other plants 
oceurs during Mareh or April. It is 
not the extreme cold of January and 
February that causes the trouble, 
but the alternate frcezing and thaw- 
ing and the drying winds of early 
spring. On fine days things start to 
grow and the sap comes up from the 
roots, but at night frost returns and 
injury results, Crowns, and stems 


are burst, fruit buds frozen, and 
grass and other perennial plants 
heaved out of the soil, their tiny 


roots broken and exposed to the high 
drying winds. Protection in the form 
of snow, st Vv, leaves, or old vege- 
table refuse, is advisable at this time 
and is especially necessary in South- 
ern exposures whe the difference 
between midnight and noon tempera- 
tures is much more extreme than 
elsewhere. This) protection must 
stay on until the dangerous period is 
passed and then removed gradually. 
If left on too long, however, growth 
is spindly and backward. 
A Short Cut 

Good sized potatoes by early July 
can be produced in most parts of 
Canada, and this is the time the crop 
is really appreciated and worth some 
money. As soon as the ground works 
up nicely, a small planting may be 
risked. To further hurry things 
along, for two or three weeks before 
planting, it is advisable to spread 
the seed potatoes out in some frost 
proof place where they will get as 
much sun as possible through the 
window. Soon, healthy, stout sprouts 
will appear and if planted carefully, 
so as to avoid breaking off, the crop 
will be through the gro in a day 
or two.

The Week in the Legislature 
By T. B. Windross. 


——— 


The Alberta legislature will close 
its session this week and it is expect- 
ed prorogation will take place about 
Wednesday or Thursday at latest, 
as Friday will be Good Friday and 
the members will all want to be home 
tor Easter. 

Legislation 1s being speeded up 
every day now, and while there are 
no very lengthy speeches being 
delivered in discussion of various 
bills before the house, there 1s no 
lack of talk even so near the end. 

Most of the legislation introduced 
has been of an amending character 
to bills already on the statute books, 
but some important new legislation 
has also been enacted, Perhaps the 
two most interesting bills have been 
those dealing with debt reduction 
for the farmers and methods of culti- 
vation to control and cure soil- 
drifting. The new health insurance 
bill also finds a place with the new 
measures that mark the session as a 
constructive one. 


During the past week whole days 
have been given up to the considera- 
tion of bills, and a large number of 
the ninety-odd measures introduced 
have been guided through the du- 
bious ways of first, second and third 
reading. 

Everything points to a winding-up 
of business and the next thing 1s 
plans for the coming elections, the 
date for which will be sometime in 
the last part of June, if present 
indications are to be reckoned with. 


A private bill introduced by C. A. 
Ronning, U.F.A., of Camrose, which 
would make it compulsory for all 
teachers in the province to become 
members of the Alberta Teachers’ 
Alliance, or a similar organization, 
aroused considerable interest. Mr. 
Ronning in sponsoring the bill ex- 
plained that the teachers desired to 
have their calling placed on the 
footing of a profession in the pro- 
vince. He said it would increase 
co-operation between thedepartment 
and teachers and also between the 
teachers and trustee boards. 

The measure was opposed by two 
cabinet ministers. Hon, Perren Ba- 
ker, minister of education, and Hon. 
George Hoadley, minister of health, 
telephones, and trade and industry, 
expressed opposition to the bill for 
differing reasons. The bill will go 
into committee,

Another bill that arousedconsider- 
able discussion when it came up for 
second reading was a bill regarding 
the reporting of judicial cases in the 
courts by the newspapers. The 
object of the bill is to prevent news- 
papers from publishing matter regar- 
ded as indecent, or that might 
influence the course of justice during 
a trial,

Littl Journeys In Science 


HYDROCARBONS 


(By Gordon HW. Guest, M.A.) 
Scientists have found that the ele- 
ment carbon forms a larger number 
of chemical compounds than does any 
other element. At the present time 
over 300,000 compounds containing 
carbon have been discovered and 
every year new ones are being made 
in research laboratories. This vast 
number is due to the fact that carbon 


possesses the property of combining 
with certain elements in a number 
of different proportions, thus form- 


ing many different compounds with 
the same element. For example, 
carbon combines with the element 
hydrogen to produce nearly three 
hundred different compounds. These 
compounds containing only carbon 
and hydrogen are known as hydro- 
carbons. 

Som¢ hydrocarbons = are gases 
others are liquids, and still others are 
solids Many of them are of great 
commercial importance. Certain 
hydrocarbons mixed in varying pro- 
portions make up such valuable ma- 
terials as natural gas, gasoline, coal 
oil, lubricating oils, vaseline, and 
paraffin. Others serve as the raw 
material from which are made many 
of our most valuable dyes, drugs, 
and explosive 

Since there are so many hydro- 
carbon they are classified into 
groups or serics. One of the most 
important of these series is the 
methane series. The members of thi 
e) are often known as the paraf- 
fin hydrocarbons, because ordinary 
paratiin is a mixture of the solid mem~ 
bers of the series, 

Methane or marsh gas is the fi 
member of the methane series of 
hydrocarbons. It is the chief consti 
tuent of natural gas and is also 
often formed in marshes by the de 
cay of vegetable matter under water. 
Methane sometimes collects in mine: 
and when mixed with air is called 
fire damp” by the miners because of 
its great inflammability Damp” i 
an old name for gas. If such a mix 
ture is ignited a very disastrous ex 
plosion occurs

them helped me out, for I know how 
shy and cute a little shooting will 
make them At last the idea of 
catching them presented itself to me 


and immediately I could see results.

that one flock of crows which passed 
him within the space of one hour 
or so, contained 150,000. Assum- 
ing that one-half of these crows were 
successful in destroying one game- 
bird’s nest, of an average of eight 
eggs, then one million game-birds 
were denied the right to live by this 
one flock of filthy marauders. How 
many similar flocks exist in the 
wide space between Halifax and 
Vancouver no one knows, nor ie it 
possible to even guess at, the total 
damage inflicted by these black- 
hearted pilferers on the game and 
song-bird wild life of the country.
